Stowcll, again called 
the attention of the hoard to Hit great 
need of Ijetter facilities for preparing 
food at the hospital. 
He/ said it was 


'Kcnejally known to the trustees that 
'the kitchen usert at the present time 
is the1 same kitchen which Mr, Fellows 
•had for hfs own 
family. 
But now 


food had to he prepared for about one 
hundred persons, while probably 
Mr. 


Kellows dtd not have to provide for 
•more than one-tenth that number. In 
other words, the kitchen has been en- 
tirely Inadequate to the needs of the 
hospital ever since the hospital was 
enlarged. 


The report of the executive commit- 


tee called attention to the urgent need 
of a diet kitchen. 
This is something 


Hint lias grown out 
of our 
modern 


knowledge of the relation which food 
bears in causing and curing disease. 
The old way of having only one or two 
regular diets for a hospital full of pa- 
tients Is often continued today for want 
of better facilities. 
The modern, 
up- 


to-date hospital, must necessarily have 
a well 
organized 
and 
thoroughly 


.equipped diet kitchen, a place where 
special dishes may be prepared for In- 
dividual cnscs, as the attending physi- 
.clan directs. ' 


Dr. Stowell further said that such an 


•arrangement as this was far reaching 
in its effects, tor it was evident that if 
we had the kitchen we must have the 
'nurses, and if we had the nurses thev 
must be taught, and If we had a teach"- 
er she should be the very best that 
could be procured. 
This teacher, who 


would he known as the dietician of the 
hospital, should he a graduate of some 
Bjich thorough school as Simmons col- 
lege, Cor Instance, and one who has 
the. happy faculty 
of 
Imparting her 


knowledge to others. She would give 
regular courses 
of 
lectures-•'ttj1 the 


trained nurses, Illustrating these lec- 
tures with practical work In the diet 
kitchen. By carrying out this plan, ev- 
ery graduate of the training school of 
the Lowell General hospital would he 
abundantly nble to go right into the 
kitchen of any home where she might 
be called, and there prepare the food 
for her patient under the doctor's or- 
ders. She would be something more, 
something different than a cook, for 
she would be. able to prepare dishes 
for the sick as only one could' who 
was scientifically trained and thorough- 
ly experienced in that particular branch. 
To be sure, the present graduates of 
the hospital have had special instruc- 
tion from out of town 
teachers 
who 


have given 
courses 
of 
Illustrat- 


ed lectures upon 
preparing food 
for 


the sick, and the graduates of the hos- 
pital have already acquired a reputa- 
tion for proficiency in this line. 
But 


the ideal condition of things requires 
a competent teacher on tin; ground all 
the time, every day in the year, and of 
course this requires a special separate 
kitchen where 
this particular work 


may be put into practical operation 


Dr. Stowell then said that because 


of the new laundry building, new oper- 
ating roms. etc., there was an abun- 
dance of room !n the Fellows building. 
•which could be changed to meet 
the 


above requirements, provided we had 
the necessary funds:

facilities, and how much it would mean 
to the future of the hospital If con- 
templated plans could be carried out' 
hence the above letter with its en- 
closed check was received with hearty 
applause, and almost simultaneous ex- 
pression of thanks from every one nres- 
"nt. 


A committee was at once appointed 


to extend the thanks of the hospital 
authorities to Mr. Ayer for this ad- 
ditional token of his interest in the 
Lowell General 
hospital. 
After 
ad- 


journment. Dr. Stowell told the repre- 
sentative of this paper, that this gift 
meant even a great deal more to the 
hospital than was outlined above, and 
that the check would accomplish much 
more than the donor ever anticipated. 
For instance, after rearranging and re- 
modelling, certain rooms, the hospital 
will have a new waiting room for pa- 
tients and their friends, a new dining 
room for the officers of tile hospital, 
a new room for preparing the food for 
the children, and a new and very ample 
cold storage room. 


"When these changes arc all com- 


pleted, and we have secured our new- 
teacher," said the doctor, "we will have 
one of the most thoroughly equipped 
hospitals in the United States, and one 
which holds out every possible induce- 
ment for a thorough 
and complete 


course of instruction for those who 
desire to become trained nurses."

ble spectacle of a presidential candi- 
date rebuking the chief executive of 
the nation for 
making 
statements 


deemed to bo unjustified, was witness- 
ed today when William Jennings Bry- 
an In a. telegram to President Roose- 
velt defended Gov. Haskoll of Okla- 
homa, treasurer of the democratic na- 
tional committee against the 
charge 


that he had unlawful connections with 
the Standard Oil Co. Mr. Bryan serves 
notice on the president that as 
the 


candidate of the democratic party "I 
shall not permit any responsible mem- 
ber of the republican organization to 
misrepresent the democratic party in 
this campaign." 


The letter concludes with the state- 


ment that the democratic 
party 
is 


making an honest and honorable fight 
In defense of its principles and poli- 
cies and expects and will demand hon- 
orable treatment from those who are 
in charge of the republican campaign. 


Mr. Bryan's telegram was as fol- 
lows: 
Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, president of 
the United States. 
Dear Sir: In a statement given out

Frederick F. Ayer Sends $3500 


to Lowell General Hospital 


A. meeting o£ the trustees of the Low- 


ell General hospital was held this morn- 
Ing In tlie directors' room o£ the Lowell 
Gas Light company, Mr. Jacob Rogers, 
president, In the chair. After some 
routine business was transacted, 
the 


chairman o£ the executtvo committee, 
Dr. Charlcb H. Stowoll, again called 
the.attention of the board to the great 
need of better facilities for preparing 
food at the hospital. He said It was 


. generally known to the trustees that 
the kitchen used at the present time 
is the same kitchen which Mr. Follows 
had 
foi- his own family. 
But now 


food had to l>e prepared for about one 
hundred persons, while probably 
Mr. 


Kellowa did not have to provide for 
more than one-tenth that number. In 
other words, tho kitchen has been en- 
tirely Inadequate to tho needs of the 
hospital ever since the hospital was 
enlarged. 


The report of the executive commit- 


tee called attention to the urgent need 
of a diet kitchen. This Is something 
that has grown out 
of our 
modern 


knowledge of the relation which food 
bears In causing and curing disease. 
The old way of having only one or two 
regular diets for a hospital full of pa- 
tients Is often continued today for want 
of better facilities. 
The modern, 
up- 


to-date hospital, must necessarily havo 
a well 
organized 
and 
thoroughly 


equipped diet kitchen, a place where 
special dishes may be prepared for in- 
dividual cases, as the attending physi- 
cian directs. 


Dr. Stowell further said that such an 


arrangement as this was far reaching 
in ito effects, for it was evident that if 
we had the kitchen we must have the 
nurses, and if we had the nurses they 
must be taught, and If we had a teach- 
er she should be the very best that 
could be procured. 
This teacher, who 


would be known as.the dietician of the 
hospital, should he a graduate of some 
such thorough school as Simmons col- 
lege, for instance, and one who has 
the happy faculty 
of 
imparting her 


knowledge to others. 
She would give 


regular courses of lectures to 
the 


trained nurses, Illustrating these lec- 
tures with practical work In the diet 
kitchen. By carrying out this plan, ev- 
ery graduate of the training school of 
the Lowell General hospital would be 
abundantly able to go right into the 
kitchen of any home where she might 
be called, and there prepare the food 
for her patient under the doctor's or- 
ders. She would he something more, 
something different than a cook, for 
she would he able to prepare dishes 
for the sick as only one could who 
was scientifically trained and thorough- 
ly experienced in that particular branch. 
To he sure, the present graduates of 
the hospital have hail special Instruc- 
tion from out of town teachers 
who 


have given 
courses 
of 
illustrat- 


ed lectures upon preparing food > for 
the sick, and the graduates of the hos- 
pital have already acquired a reputa- 
tion for proficiency5in this line. 
But 


the ideal condition of things requires 
a competent teacher on the ground all 
the time, every day in the year, and of 
course this requires a special separate 
kitchen where this particular work 
may be put Into practical operation. 


Dr. Stoweli then said that because 


of the new laundry huilding, new oper- 
ating roms. etc., there was an abun- 
dance of room in the Fellows building, 
which could bo changed to meet 
the

NORTH CREEK, N. Y., Sept. 22.— 


Thousands of acres of public and pri- 
vate forest lands surrounding this vil- 
lage are being burned over and if.rath 
does not fall within-a few hours the. 
destruction will be widespread. 


Only once before have local condi- 


tions been so serious. That was In the 
spring of 1903, when more than a quar- 
ter of a million acres were devastated. 


The worst fire is at Millbrook in the 


southern part of this township where a 
line of flames, 13 miles long and

miles wide, is eating from

toward the Interior of the ^Adirondack 
state park. The fire wardens have or- 
dered out every available man to fight 
tile flames. They have been unable to 
check It. however. 


Westward from here, at Thirteenth

thousands of acres of timber are said 
to be burning and peaked, Clovin Sugar 
Loaf and Eleventh Mountains are all in 
flames. There is also, a big fire sur- 
rounding Unknown Pond. 


In the Indian I.ike district 
many 


lumber camps, barns and bridges have 
been destroyed 
and 
scores of farm 


houses are in danger. 


Wells have gone dry that, never be- 


fore failed; rivers and lakes are at 
their lowest point and many smalt 
streams have dried up completely.

some places the fire fighters are unab'Ie 
to obtain water even for drinking pur-
